o f ev ery o ne who do es business in great 
cities. The cro wds that take their o ut­ 
ings in the parks pro v ided by different 
municipalities fo r the families o f tho se 
who can o nly leav e in the heat o f sum­ 
mer their sweltering ho mes fo r a few 
ho urs, o r at mo st a day , illustrate the 
same primitiv e instinct 
It declares 
itself also in the suburban co ttages that 
are to be fo und amo ng o ur hills and in 
the v illage co mmunities that are spring­ 
ing up o n ev ery side. 
It finds ev en a 
stro nger primitiv e ex pressio n in tho se 
who leav e the city to camp o ut fo r so me 
weeks o r mo nths in tents. 
It brings 
them nearer to the o ld 'prehisto ric and 
biblical life, and it enables them to ho ld 
clo se co mmunio n with nature, to feel 
the so ft y ielding o f the grass, and to 
stand face to face, if no t with “ the 
fo rest primev al,” y et with wo o ds where 
It is pleasant to wander amo ng their 
co o l, green no o ks and their flickering 
lights and shado ws. It is an ax o m that 
there is in all o f us so me remains o f the 
sav age—in the Englishman, who , dur­ 
ing his so jo urn in the co untry , wants 
“ to go o ut and kill so mething,” and in 
the American in the Adiro ndacks, half 
o f 0 who se delight in 
that hrlmitlv e 
wilderness is the o ppo rtunity it o ffers 
him fo r hunting and fishing. 
There is as little do ubt o f the health­ 
fulness o f “ camping o ut” as o f its cheap­ 
ness. 
Many o f these “ campers” are no t 
actuated by tho se religio us feelings 
which draw large bo dies o f men and 
wo men to gether at the recurrence o f 
the summer seaso n. They hav e been 
led into it by the freedo m o f an o pen-air 
life—the o ld primitiv e instinct—and by 
the ease o f an ex istence reduced to a 
co o king sto v e, a few chairs and the nec­ 
essary beds. 
The charm o f camping 
o ut amid grass and trees co nsists in 
bringing do wn the wants o f life to their 
first principles, mo dified o nly by the 
civ ilizing Influence o f the age in which 
we liv e. 
Its further charm Is iu its 
co ntrasts and simplicity when co m­ 
pared %v ith the co mplex 
ex actio ns 
o f cities. Tho usands oi things that 
were lux uries to the o lder genera­ 
tio n hav e beco me the necessities o f 
their children. 
This Is o ne reaso n why 
tent life aro und Baltimo re has no t died 
o ut since the o ld Wesley an times, but 
remains a surv iv al o f the Metho dist 
camp-meeting 
with 
mo dificatio ns. 
Other cities may o ffer attractio ns mo re 
no v el, o ut with us the campers say the 
lo v e o f the canv as v illage k increasing. 
There are tho usands who are making 
them their summer ho mes, so me during 
the mo nth o f August o nly , many fro m 
the first o f July to the last o f Septem­ 
ber. 
The primitiv e instinct is manifest 
in this kind o f life, altho ugh o ur peo ple 
are no lo nger cav e-dwellers .o r builders 
o f rude huts, and instead o f the tents o f 
skins o f the Go ths and Huns, o r the 
cameFs-hair tents o f the Bedo uins, they 
shelter themselv es beneath the co tto n 
duck o f the present day .—Baltimo re 
Sun.

ten y ears, w ith o ut referen ce as to w h eth er they 
h ad sub sequen tly been paid off in th e sam e 
space of tim e, w hich are ta b ula te d in table No.

T his b ureau p ursued a d ifferen t course, by 
ta kin g on ly m o rtg ag es record ed d urin g th e y ears 
1890-91 th a t w ere n o t show n to have been paid 
off. 
F o r in stan ce, If 160 a c re s of lan d w as 
m o rtg ag ed Ja n ua ry 1, 1890, an d th e m argin of 
th e record show ed th a t it had been satisfie d a t 
a n y d a te up to an d in clud in g th e th irty -firs t 
d ay of D ecem ber, 1891, it w as n ot con sid ered in 
th e ta b ula tio n of m o rtg ag es satisfied . 
No ac ­ 
co un t w h atever w as ta ke n of m o rtg ag es m ad e 
in the tw o y ears, if w ith in th e sam e period th ey 
h ad been can celed by bein g paid In full. 
If th is b ureau h ad follow ed the m ethod of the 
go vern m en t in th is p a rtic ula r it w ould ad d 
so m ew h at to th e n um ber of acres m ortgaged , 
th e n um ber of tra c ts m o rtgaged an d the a m o un t 
of th e m ortgages. 
A ll of w hich w ould have 
been ex actly can celed by ta kin g acco un t of the 
sam e in fo rm atio n w hen the ta b ula tio n w as 
m ad e of m o rtg ag es paid off w ith in th e tw o 
y ears, th a t h ad p reviously been p ut on in the 
1 sam e period of tim e, so th a t th e re s ulta n t 
show in g of th e n um b er of tra c ts, n um ber of 
a c re s an d am o un t of d ebt, a fte r th e s a tis fa c ­ 
tio n s h ad been cred ited , w ould h ave been p re­ 
cisely w h a t th e show in g is.

W ednesday 
morning, during a a lig ht thunder show ­ 
er, Mr. S. G. W ilkerson—liv ing a quar­ 
ter of a m ile north of Mr. A tkinson— 
w hile rea ching for a cup of w a ter be­ 
side his bed, discov ered the bla zing 
building. 
Slipping on his boots, and 
dressing as he ran, he soon arriv ed on 
the premises—ca lled In v ain for the 
fa m ily soug ht them a t the barn, and 
rushing back to the a lm ost consumed 
building, rea lized the full force of the 
disa ster in the utter a bsence of a ny­ 
thing sav ed from the fire and the dis­ 
cov ery of the a lm ost consumed body of 
Mr. Atkinson near the center of the 
floor. 
Before help could be summoned, but 
little more tha n enoug h of the inciner­ 
a ted rem ains of the members of the

P utting the iron w'ork tog ether it was 
discov ered tha t one trig g er had been 
pulled, w hile the other was a t “ ha lf 
cock.” 
E xa m ining the shell it was 
found tlia t 
corresponding w ith the 
pulled trig g er, the cap had receiv ed the 
needle, w hile corresponding w ith the 
raised hammer the shell had not been 
struck, conclusiv ely show ing tha t one 
barrel had been discharged during the 
fire. 
The chim ney remained sta nding for 
three hours. 
U ntil 7 a. m. it was not 
rent nor shattered.

Isaacs of the league, 
tendered his 
resignation upon condition that he 
should be paid the seven months’ 
salary for which the league was then 
in arrears.

yesterday after­ 
noon President Harkless and T reas­ 
urer Cutler called upon 
Isaacs 
at 
the league headquarters and 
gave 
him a check f o r $425, in observan ce 
o f the conditions upon which the 
resignation had been tendered.

say 
something 
of his 
wonderful

theology. 
That’s B ro th er--------- , I 
did not 
say who, and I am sorry he is so 
numerous, for he is, though thank 
the Master there are a large num­ 
ber of the other kind, too, and they 
are loved for their worth, and be­ 
cause they live on the earth along 
with 
other 
people 
and 
feel 
with 
the 
peoyle, 
joy 
and 
sorrow with other people. 
One is 
vanity of vanities, and one is Chris­ 
tianity. 
Then there’s the lawyer. 
I know 
one or two or so who 
thinks he is 
made for a barrister, 
and that he 
is away above the orainary work of 
the 
attorney or 
solicitor. 
His 
genius is such that a knowledge of 
law 
is 
not 
indispensable, 
as a 
knowledge of 
the evidence and his 
natural ability in debate, 
address, 
and power of elocution renders him 
absolute in court. 
An ordinary re­ 
tainer is deserving only of his con­ 
tempt, and he takes it as though he

TH E M AR SH AL ACQUITTED. 


Tl^e Man Who Was Wanted Here 
Had a Dad Record, 
The Rocheport Commercial has 
the following concerning the acquit­ 
tal of Marshal Long, who shot and 
killed Whittington, a man who was 
wanted here for forgery: 
Marshal Long received 
a letter 
from the city marshal at Sedalia on 
the 7th day of September, notify­ 
ing him to arrest one -D. Whitting­ 
ton, who was wanted at that city on 
charge of torgery. 
Later he 
re­ 
ceived a postal card with descrip­ 
tion of the man, and on 
the 9th, 
Long and Mr. Gibson discovered 
their man at work with the culvert 
crew on the M., K. & E. road near 
town. 
A telegram was sent to Se­ 
dalia notifying the authorities that 
the 
accused 
man 
was 
there,, 
and 
immediate orders 
came fo r 
them to hold him. 
Long arrested 
the man and placed him in the cal­ 
aboose on Sunday. 
The next day 
afternoon Whittington desired the 
marshal to accompany him to the 
camp for his clothing, which he re­ 
luctantly consented to 
do, taking. 
George Peacher and W. C. Jacobs; 
along 
with 
him. 
They 
got 
the 
clothing and started to return, and 
when coming through a gate from 
Edwards’ 
pasture into 
the main 
road, they met the 
culvert gang, 
consisting of eight men and three 
wagons. The foreman, Mike Quinn, 
was leaning on the gate, which he 
opened, and after letting the pris­ 
oner pass, 
closed 
it 
again, tell­ 
ing 
him 
to 
run. 
The 
marshal 
forced the gate open, and as he 
did so was surrounded by the la­ 
borers. 
He pushed through them 
and 
called 
upon 
Whittington to 
stop, but no attention was paid to 
the summons. 
He attempted again 
to halt the prisoner, firing two ran­ 
dom shots in the air, but his man 
kept running. 
Marshal Long then 
fired 
the 
deadly shot. 
The 
ball 
struck 
Whittington in 
the 
back, 
passing on through his heart. 
He 
fell 
forward with the exclamation 
“ O, Lord, you’ve shot 
me!” 
He 
died shortly afterwards and Long 
gave himself up immediately. 
He 
appeared before 
Esq. 
Geo. 
Ed- 
wards and was released on 
$500 
bond until the following Thursday 
when his examination 
took 
place 
and his exoneration announced. 
Every man in New Franklin went 
on the bond, evidencing the high 
standing of Marshal Long in that 
community, who greatly regrets the 
unfortunate happening. 
Coroner 
W. H. Collins summoned the fol­ 
lowing jury for the inquest : W. O. 
Cox, J. C. Heath, W. T. Bowman, 
John Boggs, Peter McKinzie and 
Enoch Crews. 
The 
verdict was 
that the deceased came to his death 
at the hands of Wm. Long, who 
was justified in the killing. 
The evidence at the examination 
showed that Whittington was a bad 
man, having served a term in the 
penitentiary from Callaway county 
for horse stealing. 
Three weeks 
ago he cashed a check in his own 
name on the Home Savings bank at 
Fulton, without having a dollar on 
deposit, and J. W. Tucker, uf that 
town, was the loser. Such has been 
the dishonest career of the deceased, 
that public sympathy will shed few 
tears of regret over his dishonored 
grave.

up. 
In the space of a 
single hour the fifteen acres of bar­ 
ren pasture land is transformed in­ 
to a veritable sea of canvass and aM 
is bustle and activity. 
So incredu­ 
lous 
does 
this seem that a brief 
description 
will be 
given of the 
process which has by years of ex­ 
perience becomes a wonderful art. 
The ground is first marked off by 
the boss tent man who, with his as­ 
sistants, measures off the land and 
plants small 
iron markers in the 
place where stakes are to be placed. 
Closely following him are canvass- 
men, who plant the stakes where 
they are marked. 
This is an inter­ 
esting sight. 
The men work 
in 
gangs of eight, each 
armed with 
a sledge. 
One holds the stake and 
the others, skilled in this art, drive 
it firmly in the ground. 
The center 
poles are then raised, the guys ad­ 
justed, and the canvas is hoisted, 
the stays are placed in position and 
firmly lashed and the sides quickly^ 
put up. All this seems to take place 
before the astonished spectator can 
realize what has happened. 
The 
interior is then marked out. 
The 
seats are erected, rings and hippo­ 
dromes constructed and the para­ 
phernalia placed in position. 
The 
tent for the animais is first con­ 
structed and they are arranged in 
position. 
Something of the magnitude can 
be estimated when it is learned that

Major Elliott was raised among 
the stirriug scenes of that day anc 
became a man 
prominent 
in the 
community and known far and wide 
for good judgment, honor and in­ 
tegrity— the qualities that alone in 
that day could win respect and con­ 
fidence. 
In 1849 
“ crossed the plains 
to California and was 
chosen 
to 
command 
the expedition. 
Later 
he started to the states 
by vessel 
and reached home after a long and 
tedious voyage during 
which the 
vessel was driven from her course, 
provisions ran low and 
the passen­ 
gers were put upon quarter rations. 
The passengers lost 
confidence in 
the captain of 
the vessel, deposed 
him from authority over them and 
elected Major Elliott in his place. 
Judge Ivevens, 
of 
this 
city, was 
among the passengers and was dan­ 
gerously sick, 
but 
Major Elliott 
nursed him and 
saw 
him 
safelv 
home. 
Major Elliott leaves 
seven chil­ 
dren, two sons, 
J. 
B. and R. T. 
Elliott, and five daughters, Mrs. J. 
J. 
Lamm, Mrs. F. 
B. 
Brereton, 
Mrs. 
Boyer, 
of 
Monroe county, 
Mrs. Hoffman, of Fresno, Cal , and 
Mrs. 
McCulloch, 
of 
Portland, 
Oregon; 
thirty-six grand-children 
and three great-grand-children. 
He was the organizer of 
the old 
settlers’ association of Pettis 
and 
adjoining counties. 
The funeral will be held from the

served under General Frank Blair,

Tbe llllnoU Board Issues 
New Rales 
Governing; <« raln. 
C hic ago 
, Sept 29.—The state bo ard 
o f railway and wareho use co mmissio n­ 
ers, o n the reco mmendatio n o f the Chi­ 
cago bo ard o f trade, has pro mulgated 
the fo llo wing rules to beco me effectiv e 
unless cause is sho wn why they sho uld 
no t at the next meeting o f the bo ard: 
The word *‘new” shall be inserted in each 
certificate of inspection of a newly harvested 
crop of oats until August 13; of rye until Sep­ 
tember I; of wheat until November 1, and of 
barley until May I of each year. 
This change shall be construed as establish­ 
ing new grades, for the time specified, to con­ 
form to the existing grades of grain in all par­ 
ticulars, excepting the distinctions between the 
new and the old crops and shall apply to grain 
inspected from store for two months after the 
times respectively above specified. 
Northern wheat must be northern grown 
spring wheat, sound and well cleaned, and must 
contain not less than 59 per cent, of the hard 
varieties of spring wheat
